Like a Commercial? Hate It? 
Walt Wesley Can Tell You Why

How do you really feel when Mr. Whipple 
squeezes the toilet tissue? Well, Walt Wesley could 
tell you. He’s made a business of testing 
consumers’ emotional responses to advertising. 

While his client’s names are strictly confidential, 
they include some of the biggest companies in 
the country, this Sierra Madrean says. 

“All our clients have improved their advertising 
by using our service,” Wesley says. “They have 
eliminated irritating advertisements and those which 
are unbelievable. They have eliminated advertising 
which insults the consumer.” 

Then why are there still obnoxious commercials 
around? Because only about 50*7o of all advertising 
is pre-tested, and not all by the Wesley Arousal 
Method, which uses scientific instruments to record 
the consumer’s emotional response. 

Wesley uses a psychogalvanometer (GSR) to 
record the subject’s response. This instrument 
measures the dilation of minute sweat glands in the 
subject’s fingers which open when the subject is 
aroused. This delicate opening and closing of the 
glands indicates the level of excitement and 
involvement the subject is experiencing. 

So when you like a commercial, your glands 
open up and the needle on the GSR swoops 
to the right. 

The subject’s disinterest produces a flat line 
on the GSR. “With advertising, people don’t get 
excited over something they don’t like. The 
consumer is exposed to so much advertising in his 
daily life he just ignores what he doesn’t like. 

Wesley’s instrument is so sensitive that he can 
separate out individual words and show a subject’s 
response. “We record every spurt of emotion.” 

Which commercials get the best response? 

Wesley says, “The honest approach is the most 
effective. The best advertisement is the one that 
describes the need or the problem the consumer 
has that can be solved by the product. And it is 
encouraging to know that there are advertisers who 
subscribe to this philosophy.” 

Wesley recruits his subjects locally. The 
advertiser tells him who the target group is for a 
certain product. Recruiting is then done by telephone 
or in shopping centers, or by contacting doctors, 
church organizations, and minority organizations. 

Wesley will take volunteers, too. He keeps a 
file of people willing to be tested. And the procedure 
is painless. 

The subject is placed in a pleasant room in a 
comfortable reclining chair. Two sensors are 
fastened to the subject’s index and middle fingers 
with velcro straps. Then you just watch TV. 

The GSR is recording your response silently 
and painlessly. After the 5- to 10-minute testing, 
the subject is verbally interviewed to determine what 


in formation was conveyed by the advertisement and 
how much the subject can remember, : ■ 

Wesley pays his subjects, too. Sometimes in ■ 
cash, sometimes with products from the advt^iser. 

The Sierra Madrean tests children’s responses 
to advertising aimed al them, too.“'fhis process is 
an especially effective way to test children since 
they are not usually articulate enough to give a full 
response to a commercial. But they are very fluent 
with their emotional expression.” 

The idea for Walt Wesley Company was born 
in the ’40s when Wesley was a student at 
Northwestern University in Chicago. He did some 
experimental work with a psychology professor 
using the GSR to measure students’ responses to 
different types of music. His fascination with these 
experiments lead to his developing a cominercial 
application for the procedure. • ' 

Wesley’s wife, Lucy, often helps her husband at 
the office. The family has lived in Sierra Madre 
since 1962. 

Wesley believes that Sierra Madre is an 
especially good place for his business because of 
the diversity of its residents in terms of 
socio-economic status. 

“You can find almost any kind of person you 
want in Sierra Madre,” Wesley explains.

People gathered around 
Bob Stane as he began lay¬ 
ing out his supplies. 

The really curious asked 
questions such as “Do you 
have to break the window 
to form a stained glass win¬ 
dow?” or “How come you’re 
using paper instead of colored 
glass?” 

It’s a new stained glass 
technique, Stane explains, 
that bypasses working with 
sections of colored glass, and 
he proved it recently on one 
of the store windows of Sierra 
Glass right next to the Sierra 
Madre News. 

Originally there were cuts 
in the window glass caused 
by vandals, and Stane, whose 
name certainly suggests his 
trade, stained glass, worked 
carefully around those gouged 
streaks to form part of the 
pattern for the entire win¬ 
dow. 

A paper with a sailboat 
design was placed on the 
other side of the window 
pane so Stane could begin 
tracing his pattern onto the 
window. Slowly he attached 
bands of lead over the de¬ 
sign and the form began 
taking shape. From the boat 
stretched lead lines to indi¬ 
cate the inductions of the 
sea, sun’s rays up to the 
unmistakable sun itself. 

Then he began cutting ad¬ 
hesive paper into the specific 
shapes between the drawn 
lead lines and pressing them 
against the glass on the in¬ 
side of the store. Colors 
sprouted and the window 
came alive with a calming 
sea pattern any Sunday sailor 
would enjoy. 

The usual stained glass 
formula was described in a 
recent issue of the News 
when Brother Edward at La 
Salle shared the work he has 
done in the Brothers’ quar¬ 
ters ovec—the years at the 
Catholic boys’ high school. 
That method would have 
taken an artisan days instead 
of hours to compete in jux¬ 
taposition of Stane’s work. 

In the traditional method, 
glass must be cut into seg¬ 
mented designs of various 
types and colors. These seg¬ 
ments are inserted into a 
channeled lead came (a came 
is a grooved lead strip used 
to fasten together panes of 
glass). The segments are sol¬ 
dered into place. 

In the copper-foil method, 
the edge of each piece is wrap¬ 
ped over a narrow ribbon of 
copper foil, the the edges of. 
the copper are soldered to¬ 
gether. 

The results are nearly three- 
dimensional such as the prized 
Tiffany-style lamps now en¬ 
joying revival. 

Usually beginners work on 
small, less intricate styles, 
such as jewelry, then work 
their way up to small win-
